Clerk Employed by Terminal 
Co. Declares: Also Timt 
He Was Beaten, but His 
Stories About the Money 
and Where He Got 
Conflict. 


HIS EMPLOYER IS 
PUZZLED BY CASE 


Police Report That While His 
Face Is Bruised His Cloth- 
ing Shows No Sign of Dis- 
order—He: Threatens to 
Make Revelations.

William BE. McGarry, chief clerk to Ira 
L. Burlingame, general superintendent 
of the Terminal, stood on the steps of 
§. Reid Holland’s home at 5636 Cabanne 
avenue at 2 a. m. Thursday and called 
for police. 

When a patrolman arrived there a few 
minutes later McGarry told him that 
twe men had waylaid and beaten him 
and stolen $1150 from his inside waist- 
coat pocket. 

- He said the robbery occurred on Clara 
avenue between Cabanne and Cates ave- 
nues. 

Pelice Lieutenant Tierney and Sergt. 
Kennedy went from the Page avenue 
station. te investigate. According to 
their official report MoGarry seemed 
greatly confused and made varying 
statements. 

He first ‘said that he and his wife left 
“their home, 4401 Forest Park boulevard 
to visit the Holland family and that he 
Femained at the Holland home until -1 
a. m,, when he started to return home. 
_ “My wife was to follow later,” he told 
‘the police. “T had gone only a shert 
, a when two men jumped from 
the of a fence and grabbed me 
by the collar. One said, ‘Give me that 
money,’ and the other struck me in the 


His Face Bruised. 

According to Kennedy’s report, McGar- 
ry told of a desperate struggle, but’ the 
Sergeant adds: ‘His clothing does not 
bear out his statement. His collar was 
immaculate and his shirt unrumpled 
and not a butten was ‘pulled ftom his 
coat er vest. There were abrasiens on 
his forehead and a bruise on his lower 
lip. They looked as though injuries 
from a fall and could net have been 
caused by a billy.” 

In his first statement to the polige, 
the report says, McGarry told them that 
the $1150 represented the proceeds from 
8 postoffice money order which he re- 
“eelved in part payment for an automo- 
bile belonging to his employers, Bur- 
lingame and W. S. McChesney, presi- 
dent of the Terminal. He had sold the 
automobile for them, he said. 

Asked why he-carried so much money 
at night, McGarry, according to Sergt. 
“It is none of your busi- 
hess. J shall confer with Chief Young 
and private detectives in the morning.” 

A few minutes later McGarry made a 
second statement, in which he said that 
he had decided to go home alone and his 


wife was to stay at the Holland home’ 


all night. He said the money was his 
‘OWn and that he had intended to buy an 
automobile with it. 

Changes Statement. 

When this statement had been put in 
Writing by the police he again changed 
it, saying that he had the money to 
pay off a mortgage on preperty he 


owns. 


. He also changed his statement as to 
how he was attacked. In his. revised.

Illinois Legislator Proposes to 
Cut Freak Style Dress by 
Law Pattern. 





By Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 9.—Harem 


and hobble skirts were made the sub- 
ject of legislation in a bill presented in 
the House today by Representative Mur- 
phy of Cook. Hobbles measuring less 
than one and a half yards and more 


than three yards at the bottom are pre- 
hibited. An absolute ban is placed upon 
the harem skirt, the bill prohibiting any 
woman appearing in public in the garb. 

The introduction of the bill caused 
much laughter. The text of the bill fol- 
lows: 

A bill for an act regulating the wear- 
ing apparel of females in public places 
and on public streets and thorough- 
fares. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the people 
of the State of IlMnois represented in 
the General Assembly, that on and after 
the passage of this bill it shall be un- 
lawful for. any female to appear on any 
public street or thoroughfare or in any 
public place or building, wearing what 
is commonly known as a hobble skirt, 


{measuring less than one and a half 


yards or more than three yards in 
circumference at the bottem thereof. 
No female shall appear in any public 
place, or any street or thoroughfare, 
in the garb of what is known as @ 
‘harem skirt.’ ' 

‘Section 2. Any person . violating 
section 1 of this act shall be fined not 
less than $10 nor more than $60 for 
each and every offense, and each ap- 
pearance en any public street or thor- 
oughfare or in any public place shall 
constitute a separate and distinct of- 
fense.’’

By Wire From the V'ashington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, March 9.—Suit for 


$130,000 was filed here by L. J. ¥€ P, 
Cartier of New York and Paris against 
Edward B. McLean. The sum is the 


purchase price of the evil-starred Hope 
diamond which the young man bought 
for his wife, formerly. Evélyn Walsh, 
daughter of a millionaire Colorade mine 
owner. McLean's father is John R. Me- 
Lean, newspaper publisher. 

The McLean received the diamend Jan. 
28. The sale price was $180,000. Of this 
amount the Cartier brothers agreed to 
accept an emerald, valued at $26,000, in 
part payment, and the remainder was 
to be paid in equal installments. The 
Cartier brothers claim that the defend- 
ants failed te pay at the agreed dates, 
and that the emerald never was turned 
over to them. : 

McLean could not be located today, 
but friends said he had never intended 
to keep the jewel, and that on several 
occasions he had offered to return it. 
They said that shertly after the dta- 
mond was turned ever to him. Me- 
Lean had refused to wear it. 

The Hope diamond, according te tra- 
ditien, brought bad luck to all who 
wore it. It made its first public ap- 
pearance at the corrt of Louts XIV of 
France. It was said to have found its 
way there as the gift. of an Asiatic 
potentate, who offered it to Mme. Pom- 
padeur as the price of her good offices 
with the King. 

Later it was found among the crown 
jewels of Louis XV. Then it adorned

ACQUITTED Of 
NILLING A BOY 


The Automobile He Was Driv- 
ing Ran Over Orben Gib- 
bons Last December. 


A verdict of acquittal was returned at 
10 a. m. by the jury in the case of 
Warren A. Eaton, charged with man- 
slaughter in running down and killing 
12-year-old Orben Gibbons at Jefferson 
avenue and Pestalozzi street, with his 
automobile. 

Eaton took the witness stand in his 
own behalf in Judge Taylor’s court 
Wednesday afternoon and told the jury 


he had risked the life of a baby in his 
effort to avold striking Gibbons. 

‘Mrs. Beverly Brown, who was jAold- 
ing her baby in her jap, and Daniel B. 
Naughton were the passengers in my 
machine -vhen the accident occurred,’’ 
said Paton. ‘“We were traveling at the 
rate of about twelve miles an hour, ac- 
cording to the speedometer, when the 
boy, stepping frem behind a street car, 
ran into the. machine. 

“I immediately reversed the power 
and applied the brakes with such force 
that the auto pivoted on the front 
wheels and skidded into the curbing. 
One of the rear wheels was torn off 


and after striking the curbing on the 


west side of Jefferson avenue the ma- 
chine bounded to the east side. 

“When the machine finally stopped I 
jumped out to see if Mrs. Brown’s baby 
was hurt. A crowd gathered about and 
semeone advised me to run away. I 
refused to leave the scene and within 
a few minutes I was surrounded by a 
mob, Somebody yelled ‘get a rope’ and 
just then a policeman appeared and ar- 
rested me. 

“The accident was unavoidable so far 
as I was concerned. The boy ran 
against the machine and I did all in 
my power to prevent the collision.” 

Daniel E. Naughton, former assistant 
clerk of the House of Delegates, who 
was riding with Mrs. Brown at the 
time of the accident, preceded, Eaton on 
thé witness stand. His story was iden- 
tical with that of Eaton.

The insurrectos steod a 
cannonading 12 hours before they re- 
treated. Col. Samuel Garcia Guellar of 
President Diaz’s staff, commanded the

Unofficial .Washing- 
ton has discussed it to the very dregs, 
with “no better success and domestic 
Washington argued it over its breakfast 
this morning. 

Newspaper correspondents, ambassa- 
dars, congressmen, chiefs of depart- 
ments, all have given their opinions, 
usually in confidence, but nobody that 
knows will tell why. Practically every- 
body bélieves that the announcement of 
“merely maneuvers” is politic, and 
made without much hope or intention of 
deceiving. 

“The money expense of this movement 
is enormous,” said a retired army offi- 
cer. “It is practically as great as the 
cost of a war for the days that the 
movement is on. Even the President of 
the richest country in the world cannot 
do a thing like this without first count- 
ing the cost. Besides this,, the entire 
military organization of the country 
is knocked into a cocked hat. Barracks 
are deserted, posts, temporarily, are 
practically abandoned, and nearly the 
whole fighting force is concentrated in 
one spot.

Roads Explain That Two-Cent 
Local Fare in Many States 
Is Responsible. 


Round, trip passenger tourist rates 
from St. Louis to Atlantic coast points 
will be increased by the railroads this 
summer. The rates that were last year 
$29.70 and $30.35 will this year be in- 
creased to $32, and the rates that were 
$32.8 last year will be increased to $36. 

The railroads for Eastern territory had 
a meeting in Chicago Wednesday at 
which the new rate schedule was 
worked out. 

General Passenger Agent Modisett of 
the Vandalia line told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday that the réason for 
the increase was that rates last year 
were very low, and that the roads are 
now having to give a 2-cent local rate in 
the séveral states. 


The roads which run through trains 
to the coast will be permitted to charge 
a little higher rate than the roads that 
give an inferior service. The $82 rate 
will apply to all points south of Atlantic 
City, and the $35 rate to points north of 
Atlantié City. These rates become ef- 
fective June 1 and continue until Sept. 
30. They apply to 3-day tickets only. 

The rates from Chicago to eastern 
coast points were also increased from 
$28.20 to $80 for the highest class service 
and the differential rate was increased? 
from $25.60 to $28.20.

A bloody hand-print on the gate of the 
alley at the rear of 2836 Chouteau ave- 
nue, where Sebastian Galli, 71 years old, 
had his s@loon, may lead to the iden- 
tity of the tall man in the light trousers 
and dark coat and hat who is believed 
to have murdered the aged war veteran 
and saloon keeper Wednesday night. 

The tall man was seen running from 


the back yard ef the saloon and through 
the alley to Ewing avenue immediately 
after the shooting. It is believed that 
the gate was closed about 11 p. m., 
and the man left the hand-print as he 
thrust it open. 

Galli died from-a bullet that pierced 
his left lung. The pelice believe that 
he was accosted by a robber while lock- 
ing the back door of his saloen, and 
that when he ran inside to get his re- 
volver the highwayman pursued him. 

Only Five Shots Fired. 

Four bullets tnat entered the ceiling 
and one that passed threugh the front 
door, the police think, were fired by 
Galli. 

Detectives investigating the murder 
Thursday came to the conclusion that 
after Galli emptied the five chambers 
of his pistol the robber shet him and 
then fled. 

The mystery is deepened by the 
fact that a number of persons who 
say they distinctly heard the shots 


{ fired, claim there were but five. The 


police believe there were six. 

sag | heard two shots,’’ Christian 
Morgeneier, 65 years_old, teld a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “Then there was 
a brief pause and three more were 
fired.”’ 

Morgeneier lives on the south side 
of the alley in the rear of the Galli 
saloon. 

“I was sitting up reading,” he says, 
“when I heard the shots. I jumped 
to the window and saw a tall man in 
light trousers and dark coat and hat 
running from the saloon toward the 
alley. I called to him from the win- 
dow to stop, but he kept on. I de- 
scended the stairs quickly and got 
out into the alley just in time to 
see the man turning south from the 


reached Ewing avenue, he had disap- 
peared.” 
Said Robber Shot Him. 

Three young men who were on the 
opposite side of the street from the 
saloon when they heard the shots 
ran over and gained entrance by the 
back door. They were Bernard Gan- 
nen of Ewing avenue and Papin 
street, Allan Smith of 3008 Papin 
street, and Louis McCormack of 2726 
Papin street. They raised Galli from the 
floor and when they had placed him 
in a chair one of them asked him: 

“Was it a robber?” 

In a voice that was just audible, 
the old man answered “yes,” and 
then his heaq sunk oan his chest. He 
died in five minutes. 

If the purpose of the murder was rob- 
bbery, it failed completely. Galli had a 
large diamond in his shirt front and an- 
other in a ring on his finger. Both 
were in their places when the young 
men found thim lying face upwards on 
the floor. He, also had three pocket- 
books in his clothing, and there was a 
bag in a pigeon hole under the sink be- 
hind the bar, all of whick contained 
$563.80. There was $200 In the bag and 
the remainder of the money was in the 
pocketbooks. There was $5 in cash reg- 
ister. It was all untouched. 

Wounded on Head. 

Besides the bullet wound, the old man 
also had a cut half an inch long at the 
top of the back of his head. After being 
shot,. he likely fell against the railing at 
the base of the bar. Blood marks were 
found on the railing, three feet from 
where his head rested. 

The front door of the saloon was 
found locked and the keys to the back 
door were in the leck on the outside. 
The police think that the murderer 
know Galli closed early each night, as- 
cending to his living rooms over the 
saloon by the back way, carrying with 
him the bulk of the cash from the sa- 
loon. 

The theory is that Galli saw the rob- 
ber as he stepped out of his hiding 
place, and ran back Into the saloon, for 
his revolver. Snatching it up and start- 
ing for the back door again he prob- 
ably was met by the robber coming in. 

The police are“puzzied as to who fired 
the shot that passed through the door. 

It is believed that the robber seized 
the old man’s arm and raised it so that 
the four bullets went into the ceiling. 

Gannon, Smith and McCormack all in- 
sist there were but five shots.

Galli was born on a Mississiphi River 
steamboat, opposite St. Louls. His pa- 
rents were German immigrants, and 
they were on their way to a farm on the 
Missouri, 30 miles from St. Louis. 

Galli served three years in the Civil 
War as a Union soldier. He was at Bull 
Run, and also at the battle of Vicks- 
burg. His wife died several years ago. 
He had no children.”

A. 4.” Crandall, Insurance Man, 
Is Said to Have Declared 
She Broke Agreement. 





Mrs. Margaret Crandall of 15 Sunset 
avenue, Richmond Heights; has found 
that her ‘meal ticket’’ is worthless. 
She thought so much of it that she kept 
it locked in a safe. To let the public 
know she had it, she gave out for pub- 
lication, Jan. 2, a fac simile copy of the 
‘‘meal ticket.”’ 

The thing that made it good was that 
it was a pledge of A. A. Crandall, her 
husband, from whom she was separated, 
to pay her $65 a month. By its terms 
Mrs. Crandall was not permitted to buy 
anything on Crandall’s credit. 

Soon after the ‘‘meal ticket’ was 
signed, sealed, delivered, published and 
put under lock and key, a batch of bills 
were sent to Crandall’s office at 1152 
Pierce Building. 

Bills Sent to His Office. 

These bills, according to the construc- 
tion Crandall placed. upon them, were a 
violation of the terms of the meal tick- 
et. Without telling anyone where he 
was going. Crandall has left the city 
and ceased paying the $65 a month nec- 
essary to make the ‘‘meal ticket’’ good. 

Mrs. Crandall has been making num- 
erous appeals for aid in finding her hus- 
band. Besides writing many letters, ad- 
vertisements seeking information as to 
his whereabouts have been printed in 
the newspapers, and the bills for them 
sent to Crandall’s former office in the 
Pierce Building. 

Sends Her to His Lawyer. 

The Crandalls had trouble immediately 
after the return of Mrs. Crandall from” 
&® long Pacific Coast tour. While she 
was gone her husband removed the fur- 
niture from their Sunset avenue home. 
Mrs. Crandall and her son forced their 
way into the house and found nothing 
but bare walls. 

After that Mrs. Crandall called in a 
lawyer and went to Crandall’s office. 
Crandall referred his wife and her law- 
yer to his lawyer. 

The result of the cenférence was that 
Mrs. Crandall accepted the “meal tick- 
et’”’ agreement in lieu of all claims 
against her husband. 

Crandall was offended when she had it 
printed in the newspapers. He was the 
raanager of the Western Adjustment 
and Insurance Co. Crandall's friends 
say they have no idea where he has 
gone. 

Mrs. Crandall refused Thursday to dis- 
cuss the matter. She sent her son to a 
reporter to tell iim she had not caused 
the advertisements seeking information 
regarding Crandall to be printed.

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THE MILL TAX SETTLEMENT. 
Until the ordinance em -the. reported 
agreement between the city and the United Rall- 
ways ig submitted in complete form, it is impos- 
sible to form an intelligent and just judgment on 
its merits. But an attempt to adjust the differ- 
}@lices of the city and the railway company ‘raises 
a serious public question, probably the most im- 
portant that we have had to deal with for néany 

years. — ) 
The street railway situation is bad. ‘The United 


Railways Co. has inherited a heavy load of bur-/* 
| dens and difficulties which hamper its develop- 


ment and operation. The corporation has ar- 
rived at a critical point where it must be pre- 
pared to refund maturing obligations and obtain. 
money for repairs and improvements in equip- 
ment and service. It must meet a constantly in- 
creasing demand for accommodation and, as the 
city expands, for extensions. 

There ig now a disputed claim of the city on 
account of the accumulated mill tax, with interest 
added, to about $1,750,000. It is increasing at the 
rate of $230,000 a year. The settlement of the 
legal questions involved will take several years. 
Meanwhile, the underlying franchises of the con- 
stituent roads of the consolidated system will 
soon begin to expire and fresh grounds of con- 
troversy concerning their extension under the 
Central Traction franchise will arise. Unless 
some adjustment of the differences between the 
city and the company is reached there will be 
unceasing war for years, with grave uncertainty 
as to the ultimate outcome. 

War, of course, would hamper and greatly em- 
barrass the company. It might throw it into 
such difficulties that it would be forced to the 
wall. From a moral standpoint this might be a 
just conclusion. The corporation troubles were 
brought upon it by those who originated and 
organized the bandit schemes upon which 
the system is founded. If it were merely a ques- 
tion of dealing with a corporation conceived in 
sin the problem might be easily settled. 

But the condition of the company and the 
manner of dealing with it involve a public 
question. The interests of the city and the cor- 
poration are bound together and both suffer 
from the company’s past. The city is depend- 
ent upon the company for transportation. It 
has no competitor. If it is driven into embar- 
rassment and ruin the street car service will 
necessarily suffer. Extensions, improvements, 
bettered service will be out of the question un- 
til the present corporation has been destroyed 
and a complete new arrangement accomplished. 
How many years would be required to reach 
this end cannot be estimated off hand. The 
needs and interests of the city should govern 
its treatment of the company. 

The city authorities are confronted with the 
alternative of war to a finish or an adjustment, a 
modus vivendi which will enable the company 
to meet its obligations and operate under condi- 
tions which will fairly satisfy public demands 
for improved and extended service. The issue 
should be met with reason and a fair considera- 
tion for all interests involved. 

If a settlement is reached, it must be governed 
by two conditions—no new franchises should be 
granted beyond the extensions and connections 
for needed improvements in transfers and routes 
of travel, and the municipal powers of regula- 
tion should be reserved unimpaired.

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THREE FROM ONE TOWN. 

Never able to govern itself with much success, 
Chicago is assuring more than its share of re- 
sponsibility at Washington.

-With MacVeagh, Dickinson and Fisher at the 
table, meetings of the cabinet henceforth can- 
not fail to have a decided flavor of the Lake 
Shore.

Everyone|® 
laughed and forgot. When he demonstrated in 
broad satire that woman’s natural purpose in life 
is to pursue and catch a man, he was delightful. 

But G. B. 8, as an organized legislature 
charged with framing serious rules for the recon- 
struction of society by “making divorce easy,” 
turns light comedy into social tragedy. We can 
have easy divorce in reality, lax laws and all the 
effects of a polygamous free love which Shaw 
advocates, but it is inexpressibly shocking to 
be asked to recognize the results as anything 


-but incidental and wholly unintended. Every 


American cherishes religiously the illusion that 
divorce is hedged about by difficulties which 
leave it as the last resort in a desperate case. That 
it is easy as a matter of fact has nothing to do 
with the case. His conscience is satisfied. Shaw, 
having no conselence or being a real genius, 
which is much the same thing, has no such seru- 
ples. It is when he appears as having a con- 
science and recognizing the existence of such an 
obstacle in others that he is happily cast. 

In his new book he writes both unconscien-

To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Kindly enlighten an anxious reader as to the 
Probable results to the shade trees, if the .mil- 
lions of cocoons now pendant from the bare 
boughs and twigs are left'to hatch their multi- 
Plied millions of moth eggs, which I suppose 
these cocoons contain, in the warm sunshine that 
will be soon here. Every soft maple tree that I 
Jhave seen has enough of these pendants upon it 
to certainly destroy all the foliage the trees will 
bear, as soon as the eggs are hatched into 
voracious larvae, which in nature’s order will 
then develop into winged moths to repeat the 
process of reproduction, depositing eggs in these 
wonderfully sealed packages to be carried through 
the next winter by the trees and shrubs which 
they are intended to destroy. An hour’s work on 
each tree just now would suffice to remove every 
one of these egg cocoons, and it would seem that 
if my fears of their potentiality are well founded 
no other work is of more pressing importance at 
this moment in the interest of civic pride. ,

In magazine supplement of the Post-Dispatch, 
date of March 5, I was greatly interested in the 
article pertaining to the utilizing of the old 
national pike. I am very familiar with both 
the pike and the country traversed by it, and 
must say that it is a disgrace and a blot on his- 
tory to see such a magnificent piece of engineer- 
ing skill almost abandoned. I can see it in my 
mind’s eye as it goes through beautiful Fred- 
erick County, Maryland, over the picturésque 
South Mountain and down on the west side into 
the beautiful Cumberland Valley; through old 
Hagerstown, Md., the home of the late Kyd Doug- 
lass, and only a few miles from Charlestown, 
W. Va., where Francis Scott Key wrote “The 
Star Spangled Banner.” It goes from there 
westward to beautiful Ol4 Hancock, Md., on the 
Potomac River, and nearly follows the Potomac 
from there to the Queen City, Maryland, 
thence to Frostburg, Md. the old metropo- 
lis of the Georges Creek coal region. 

Frostburg is also a mining town. Its course is 
then over the original Allegheny Mountains, 
through Grantsville, Friendsville, Petersburg 
and on to Wheeling, W. Va.; there it crosses the 
Ohio and strikes out for Columbus, etc 

Many people go over this old road and are ig- 
norant of the fact that in places they can see 
the old Braddock Road, built to get the Conti- 
nental army over 4he Allegheny Mountains to 
Fort Duguesne during the Revolution. A side trip 
over limestone pikes from Hagerstown, Md., will 
take the tourist in an hour to Chambersburg, Pa., 
and another three quarters of an hour’s trip to 
Carlisle, Pa., where the Indian school is located; 
a ride of another hour or so will enable you to 
reach Gettysburg, and you can return via Fred- 
erick, Md., and again get the national pike to 
Washington, D. C. Goifig south from Hagerstown 
there is a limestone pike clear througn the Shen- 
andoah Valley, crossing the old Potomgg at Shep- 
herdstown, W. Va., to Charlestown, Winchester, 
Berryville, Front Royal and back to Harper's 
Ferry, on to Washington without returning. This 
is truly the California of the East for scenery, and 
in an historic way nothing equals it in this coun- 
try. As for me+yes, fix up that grand old pike 
and impress on the minds of the coming genera- 
tions what their forefathers did to enable many 
of them to live in luxury today.

FIX FIRE RATES 


Gov. Hadley Likely to Sign In- 
surance Measure Giving 
Commissioner Power. 


PREVENT REBATING 


Blake Says Similar Measure 
Saved Customers of Kansas

JEFFERSON CITY, March 9.—Gov. 
Hadley tomorrow will recebve for sig- 
nature the insurance regulation bill, 
backed by the Missouri Association of 
Local Fire Insurance Agents, which 
gives the State Insurance Commission- 
er power to fix insurance rates in Mis- 
souri, and prohibits rebating. 

The bill follows recommendations 
made by former Ingurance Commis- 
sioner Kennish, indorsed by Commis- 
sioner Frank Blake, present Commis- 
sioner. | 

The bill passed both houses of the 
Assembly by a good vote and Was noi 
opposed before the committees, Sam 
D. Capen, a St. Louis insurance man, 
spent several days in Jefferson City, 
urging its passage. 

Blake said today tnat he believed the 
bill to be an excellent one so long as 
the Insurance Commissioner was a man 
who could enforce the regulations pro- 
-Yided in the bill. 

To’ Have Arbitrary Power. 

There is nothing in the measure 
Which prevents: an insurance combine 
fixing rates, but it spc@¥cally provides 
that whenever, in the opinion of the 
Commissioner, these rates are too high, 
he shall have the power to lower them, 
and the companies are prohibited from 
changing a higher rate than the one 
fixed by him. 

“Under the present system,” Commis- 
sioner Blake told the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent, ‘‘the rates in Missouri are 
fixed by two men. All rates in St. Louis 
are fixed by Waterworth, and all rates 
outside the city are fixed by Fetter of 
Kansas City. 

“While each insurance agent has a 
book giving the rate on every risk in his 
city or territory, he frequently gives re- 
bates and cuts this rat@ In a majority 
of cases his company backs him up, 
while in some cases he merely cuts his 
commission to get the business. 

“This bill will prevent rebating and 
will prevent some favored individuals 
who have much business along insur- 
ance lines from receiving a low rate at 
the expense of small insurers, who must 
pay a higher one. 

Will Cause Reduction. 

“There is always the possibility of 
having a man in the Insurance Commis- 
sioners’ office who will favor the com- 
panies, but it seems to me it is better to 
leave the fixing of rates to a public of- 
ficer, responsible to the people through 
the Governor, than to leave it to the 
companies without regulation, as at pres- 
ent. : 

“Practically the same law as this has 
been passed in several states. Since it 
has been in operation in Kansas, the 
people of that State have saved $600,000. 
Its constitutionality is now being tested 
in the Federal courts in Kansas. I am 
satisfied, if the Governor signs this bill, 
there will be a reduction in insurance 
rates in this State.‘

PROSPEROUS, WELL LIKED 


Wife Believes Him Dead but 
Cannot Collect Insurance and 
Several Men Have Seen Him. 


LITTIA] ROCCE, March §8.—An wunoen- 
firmed rumer that George M. Streett, 
formerly of this cfty, has been seen 
.gince the holidays in an Alaskan gold 
Mining camp by a former Little Reck 
citizen, has aroused interest in an event 
that has been a 12-years’ wonder of this 
community. More than a dezen years 
ago Streett mysteriously disappeared 
and since then no definite trace of him 
lias been obtained. What makes the 
Case a greater mystery is that there is 
ne knewn reason for his disappearance, 
né known violatien of meral or statut- 
ory law frem which he should flee. 
 Btreett was wealthy, stood high in the 
cemmuntity, in bustness, in politics and 
fn fraternal affairs. He was a success- 
ful business man and his business was 
not involved, so far as the public knews. 
He had held a number ef minor political 
offices, was known sand esteemed as a 
safe man and ene for whom the future 
held brighter prospects. He was a lead- 
er in fraternal affairs, genial, compan- 
jonable and well-liked by all. 

“One morning the community read with 
amazement an item in a morning paper 
that Streett had jumped frem the Hads 

| Bridge in St. Louls and had  0»been 
drowned. This conclusion had been 
Grawn from a note found in his reom 
in a St. Louis hotel to the effect that it 
was his intention te commit suicide in 
this manner and that his body might be 
found in the Mississippi River. It was 
never found. No trace of Streett was 
discovered on the BDads Bridge from 
Which he had threatened to take his 
fatal plunge. 
Wife Bellevegqd Him Dead. 
His wife, to whom he had: been mar- 
“tad but a few months, however, believed 
im dexd. She was made administratrix 
“of his estate. None of his life insur- 
ance has been paid. She has since 
mourned him as dead and has been en- 
gaged in teaching school in Argenta, a 
_puburb ef this city. Seon after the dis- 
covery of the suicide note, evidence be- 
gan to accumulate that Streett was not 
dead, but had adopted this means of 
starting life anew. What his metive 
may have been is not revealed.
